On the other island, where the way had been opened Saf a i bicthodies Bible Woman, the 
same program was followed, with similar results. A woman 70 years old walked 3 miles 
each night to the meetings, with her son, and both decided to “‘believe’’. 

Two weeks work for both islands eost—for travel and food of workers, and incidentals, | 
no salaries—about $50.00. The openings for this sort of evangelization are limited only by the 
money available for expenses. )

Missionary work in Korea appears. to have 

icome to the end of an era, which began with 

the opening of evangelical missions in 1884, 

‘By the close of the century m lissionaries had 

ivisited and planted. stations inthe different 


twhere preaching, teaching, healing, establish- 
ing churches, ” They opened schools and 
(hospitals, translated and distributed the Bible 
jand other Christian literature. ‘The Korean 
people received the word gladly and have so 
shown its power in their: lives that.they 
jare known throughout the world-as great 
Christians. The Star of Bethléhem has shone 
‘upon thousands of this péople, and like the 
‘Magi of old, when they saw-the star, they 
‘rejoiced with exceeding great joy 
_ During the first decade of the new century, 
the people turned ‘by ‘thousands to God, and 
great revival resulted. . Missionaries were 
sent in large numbers to race the call of these 
eager Christians, schools and other institu- 
tions, crowded by those newly awakened to 
the blessings of Christ’s message, grew in 
numbers and strength. The Missions could 
not begin to supply the need. Again and 
again movements arose to hamper the Church 
and to weaken it, but through all viccissitudes 
it went forward with blessing and power. 
Within the past few years has come a decid- 
ed trend toward indigenous leadership. This 
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has been: Senonuea as in the line of progress 
by many Missions, but others have regarded 
it with misgioing, being premature. Such 
strange changes have suddenly come in an- 
nounced doctrine and polity that many mis- 
sionaries feel that they’cannot subscribe to 
nor have connection with organizations con- 
ducted on the, new basis. 

As a result of this and other complicntions 
many missionaries are leaving Korea now. 
Some believe that their particular work here 


ds finished, one large Mission is withdrawing 


missionaries as a protest; some are remaining 
to stand by and do what they can. Kach 
individual is following the light that comes to 
By different methods, but with the 
same spirit, each missionary in Korea is 
carrying on-the sacred; task to which he has 


been. called; from which only death can 


release him. ; : 
But no matter what or where their work in 


this land, missionaries can_no longer direct, 


protect, or even advise freely as in the past. 


‘Their friends would gladly continue the dear 
relationship with the missionaries who have 


brought them the Gospel and been their shep- 
herds, but: too often’ now trouble comes 


to whole families asa result of the most- 
ordinary connection. 


But, thank God, mis- 
sionaries are no longer. the sole representa- 
tives of Christ. The light of the Star burns 
steadily in thousands of faithful hearts, whom 
nothing can separate from the love of Christ, 
Quietly they are trying to make the best of 
the situation in which they find themselves, 
overcoming evil with good.

_ On February, 9, 1904, a naval engagement 
just off Chemulpo harbor opened the Russo- 
Japanese War. 

On November 16, 1940, the American steam- 
er Mariposa took on board, at Jinsen, 219 
Americans, mostly missionaries and their 
families. 

Three short sentences span an era in the 
history of Foreign Missions, and in world 
politics. The third may well prove to be not 
the least significant. In the editorial on page 
199 of this number of the KOREA MISSION 
FIELD, the circumstances that led to this 
withdrawal are briefly stated. 

In two Missions, that reported last year 113 

and 67 members respectively, only a few are 
left, occupied largely with care of Mission 
property, and closing out various enterprises. 
Another, that last year had 123 has 65 on the 
field. The Australian and Canadian and Church 
of England Missions are practically at full 
strength, the Roman Catholics have not with- 
drawn anyone. But the smaller Missions are 
much depleted. 
' Nearly all the children have gone, and we 
know what Hamelin was like, after the Pied 
Piper had taken his revenge. There is not a 
Western child left in Pyeng Yang, and of the 
hundred or more in the photograph of the 
Pyeng Yang Foreign School that is our fronti- 
spiece this month, hardly one is still in Chosen, 
The Seoul Foreign School is continuing with 
a new staff and a reduced enrolment. Houses 
are closed, with windows boarded over, or 
turned over to Korean occupants. Walking 
with his wife on a street in Seoul the other 
day, the writer heard this conversation, in 
Korean, behind him: 


“Of what nationality are those two?” 


“They are Americans”’ i 
3 a an 
“Impossible, no Americans are left in 
se L< 
Keijo”’. ¢ 


Not quite true, but the Mariposa exodus gave’ 
ground for such a belief. 3 

Early in October the State Depart 
notified all U.S. Consular officials in Japan 
and China that provision would be made for 
U. S. citizens to return to their own country, 
and urgently recommended that all women 
and children, and such men as were not 
obliged to remain, make use of these travel 
facilities. The various Missions in Chosen 
handled the matter of withdrawal in con- 
ference with their Boards and with the U. S. 
Consul-General, with the results outlined 
above. Some took the Monterey, and are 
now on the “‘luxury cruise” to Australia and 
return. Others, less fortunate, booked on 
one steamer or another thru late October and 
early November. The Mariposa was turned 
back from Honolulu, landing her passengers 
there, but keeping her capacity load of freight, 
shipped in Australia. She took on passengers 
in Shanghai, then went to Tientsin and Ching 
Wang Tau, and so to Jinsen. . 

Mr. O. Gaylord Marsh, the U.S. Consul-Gen- 
eral in Keijo-Seoul—deserves special credit 
for persuading the Mariposa to change her 
schedule and make a stop at Jinsen. For 
more than 200, with their baggage, to go to 
Kobe to.embark would have been most diffi- 
cult. The staff of the Consulate-General, 
enlarged for the occasion, worked night and 
day to make possible the unhindered departure 
of this large group. Mission Treasurers had 
their work doubled, but all stood up to the 
need. Mr. Ray Kim, President Lines Agent, 
was aided by Mr. McGowan from Manila, and 
Mr. Booth from Kobe, and all three had their 
hands full. The banks, particularly the Dai 
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co branch in Seoul and the Jinsen represent- 
ative of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking

|} The Foreign Affairs Department was 
jtireless in facilitating this withdrawal, par- 
ut icularly in co-ordinating the various agencies

» Provincial Office made great efforts, par- 
‘ticularly in securing the special train, and 
@planning for the comfort of passengers and 
athe handling of baggagee The comfortable 
tecoasting steamer, diverted from its regular 
trun to serve as a tender, that carried the 
thundreds of passengers quickly and com- 
i fortably to the Mariposa, sparing them a long 
cold trip in open lighters, was secured by the 
Hdiligent search of this body. The Station- 
| Master at Jinsen put on special guards for 
itwo nights, to protect the huge piles of 
i checked baggage that preceded their owners, 

'- Thanks are due the courteous Customs 
staff, and their extra helpers, for efficient 
) and kindly service. The baggage was handled 
‘ from the R. R. Station to the wharf, put thru 
i the Customs inspection, and then lightered 
( to the steamer, four miles out, by the Noguchi 
) Company, and all was well done, at a moderate 
| price. 

When the procession of passengers and 
} friends reached the Customs wharf, the Chief 
of Police of Jinsen welcomed them, in a cordial 
) speech. He told us what we must not 
| do—take photographs or measure the depth 
\ of the water or observe the air conditions, 
| these being forbidden by the rules of the 
| port—and explained that while on the tender, 
{ to avoid risk of capsizing, all must stay on 
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the main deck. Expressing his confidence 
that all would “behave like ladies and gen- 
tlemen”, he wished the travellers bon veyage. 

The day was perfect, with bright sun and 
just a hint of winter in the air. Groups 
formed and broke up, lunch was produced and 
eaten, last words were said, and the little 
coasting steamer made its trips out to the 
great white liner, standing high against the 
horizon. Baggage by the truck-load poured 
in, was dumped, sorted, piled, opened, passed, 
and loaded on the waiting lighters, till one 
almost grew dizzy watching the process. 

By late afternoon the last passenger was on 
the tender, and we who were not to go, waved 
farewell. No vessel ever left Jinsen with 
such a freight as the Mariposa carried. 
Children leaving their parents, wives parted 
from their husbands, friends who thru hard 
years have been closer than brothers separat- 
ing perhaps never to meet again, unfinished 
plans, abandoned projects, cherished work left 
with little hope that it will be carried on—God 
only can count the sorrow hidden behind . 
those resolute smiles. 

One striking coincidence is the case of Dr. 
Alice Appenzeller and her brother Dr. Henry 
Appenzeller, who with his family, were among 
those leaving. It was to this same port that 
their parents came on that Easter Sunday so 
long ago, and their mother was the first of the 
little party to step on Korean soil. We all 
hope that their going, and that of many others 
who are leaving at this time, is only to return 
for further and even better service. 

Letters from Kobe tell of a delightful 
voyage, and one adds: 

‘‘The Mariposa is a little bit of Heaven”.

years a missionary in Korea (and be- 

fore that a pioneer missionary among 
Ny New Hebridean savages) was this year 
elected moderator of the General Assembly of 
the Presbyterian Church of Victoria. 

The accompanying photograph shows him 
in his moderatorial glory. Had the photo- 
graph been full-length the admiring viewer 
would have been astonished (perhaps even 
delighted) to note that there were not only 
lace ruffles on neck and slecves but actually 
knee-breeches, silk stockings, and buckles on 
the shoes! 

Whence all this finery? Playthings for 
children of a larger growth? Masculine 
Millinery to be repudiated by austere and 
-unaesthetic Puritans? Who shall say? Our 
Saviour said “They that wear soft raiment 
are in kings’ houses’, This is a statement of 
fact; it does not pass any judgment either on 
the persons who are in kings’ houses or on 
the ethics of the sort of clothing they com- 
monly wear in that environment. It gives the 
reason why Mr. MoKenzie appears in all this 
finery; and there is living history in the 
costume. 

When a British king comes to the throne, 
among the first of his official acts in the 
signing of a declaration that he will maintain 
the Presbyterian form of government in the 
church of Scotland. This was part of the 
contract between England and Scotland when 
the two kingdoms become united as a single 
kingdom. Episcopacy was and is the official 
“establishment” of the church in England. 
Presbyterianism had maintained itself against 
bitter persecution in Soctland and was minded 
and able to insure that it was not to be over- 
ridden when the two countries were united. 

Ideas of “Establishment”—a state church-— 
are of course quite foreign to Amenican 
polity. They are also foreign to our Austra-

lian practice, but they are interesting and im 
portant and represent our side of the church’s — 
effort to carry her message of the Kingdom of 
God into all the world and into every hum 

interest. F 

The modus vivendi which has been found i in 
countries like America and Australia has at 
Jest this advantage, that friction between 
Church and state, or pretensions of states, ; 
for a particular denomination on the basis of 
state aid are impossible. 

How weak and prone to error our poor 
human nature beginning to be made over by 
the spirit of Christ. 

In the history of the Church we encounter 
extremes of evangelical piety which have gone 
over to pietism and quietism. Like Catholic 
monasticism they are ‘ways of escape from 
some of the Christian’s difficult and militant — 
duties towards the spirit of this world. On 
the other hand not alone the “temporal power 
of the pope policy’’? has been responsible for 
interference by the church with civil liberties. 
Buckle’s account of Presbyterianism in Scot- 
land records a state of petty tyranny which 
must have been a sore trial indeed to those 
whose ideas did not fit the narrow legalism of 
the Presbyters. 

Happily wiser counsels have prevailed and 
better days dawned in Scotland. I venture to 
think (though an Australian) that Scotland 
has made a sounder contribution to the 
solution of the problem of Church and State 
than almost any country. 

I remember the late Bishop Trollope saying 
to me rather ruefully “It was a wonderful 
arrangement the Church in Scotland made 
with the State. She won all the advantages of 
establishment without conceding any part of 
Christian freedom”. (Bishop Trollope’s sec- 
tion of the Church in England—The High 


Church Party—is quite dissatisfied with the 
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“Church relation to the State and has 
vadvocated disestablishment.) It was only 
Jafter long and careful consideration that 
)the vast majority of Christians in Scotland 
(reunited themselves in the Church of Scotland, 
‘}a Church with a Presbyterian form of govern- 
?ment aod some mutual official recognition and 
nco-operation between Church and State.

think twice as to whichis which. A kindly 
old man gladly shouldered my bedding roll— 
at least that is the way I was thinking of him, 
as an old man, but on inquiry I found he was 
a year younger than I am and so J decided he 
really wasn’t so old after all! He was careful 
to expiain that a Japanese gentleman had paid 
him two yen for similar service and so it was 
up to me to do likewise. 

Half way to the church dark clouds gather- 
ed, winds blew, lightning flashed and thunder 
rolied over the plain. The storm broke just 
as we reached a convenient farmhouse, where 
we were welcomed and where we seized the 
opportunity to tell the farmer and several 
children of the reason for our journey. 

Shortly the setting sun appeared and we 
arrived at Songma church just in time for 
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supper. My notice had not arrived, so they 
were not expecting us. Doubtless, so I told 
them, such word would arrive later, so they 
must not worry about it! We spent Sunday 
at this place. When we set about prepara- 
tions for the administration of the Lord’s 
Supper, which these groups not having the 
services of ordained ministers, have the 
privilege of partaking of only once or twice 
a year, we found that the room in the elder’s 
house where the communion set is kept was 
filled with silkwoms, the frames blocking the 
door of the closet, so we must needs secure 
other cups and trays, but that was quietly 
done. 

After the service was over I proposed that 
I go with my good friend, Mr. Sim, to visit in 
his village. He walks three miles to church 
and back every Sunday. There we found the 
rice in good condition. At the first house at 
which we- stopped to give our message there 
was a man who has kept bees for twenty 
years. He handles them bare-armed and 
bare-handed, and he has no fear of them, nor 
they of him. The honey is taken out by 
centrifugal force in a whirling case, and the 
boxes with the wax put back, to be filled in 
four or five days with golden honey from the 
buckwheat. As I write I think of how the 
Psalmist speaks of the sweetness of God’s 
Word as exceeding that of honey and the 
honey-comb. One old man on whom we called 
we found quite frail but we were surprised to 
be able to greet him once again as on our last 
visit we had feared we might not be able to 
do so. We sang and prayed and talked and I 
urged him to put all his faith in God and to 
prepare to meet Him. In parting Isaid ‘‘If 
we do not meet again here let us meet yon- 
der’, 

There was sadness in his face and in my 
heart as we said farewell. He is rough but 
genuine and there has sprung up real friend- 
ship between us, but alas the love of his 
money has kept him in times past from the 
love of Christ. 

Back we went over the three miles to the 
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singing ‘‘Leaning on the Everlasting Arms”, 


and how the heart rejoiced, especially in these 
days where in so many parts of the world 
little children weep, that such sounds and 


such words arose as incense to the heavens. 
The next day I took a shortcut over some 


hills and came across a little school conducted — 


church, As we approached the village through — 
the forest came the sound of childish voices - 


by a bright young man. As they lingered I i 
gave them some cards and leaflets and was 
interested to see on the walls the temperance. . 


charts gotten out by the W.C.T.U., which 
gave me opportunity to say a few words on 
the drink question. Having a few seeds of a 
rare cosmos I gave them out but found I had 
started arush! That young man is certainly 
doing constructive work for the children of 
his town. 

We hastened over the remaining passes and 
through the dells to where a widow lives and 


does her best to maintain some sort;of services — 


for the two or three who} gather in Jesus’ 
Name. Alas they had killed the fatted calf 
in the form of chicken which I did not want 
at all! After Bible study and service of song 
and prayer I committed them to the Lord and 
went around the Mount of Writing, defiant 
stand of Land before it gives place to Sea. It 
always gives me a thrill to come out to the Sea 
when the setting Sun makes a path of gold 
between many islands from the horizon to the 
shore, 

Here I baptized a girl who has believed 
against all odds. None of her family believe 
but she has witnessed a good profession and 
has kept the faith and now they are permit- 
ting her to be married into a Christian home 
at the county-seat, which is more wonderful 
yet, for very frequently these young girls who 
have believed have been ruthlessly forced by 
their families into non-Christian homes where 
their souls pine away. 

In the clear air of a beautiful autumn morn- 
ing I trudged to the town of “ Autumn”. In- 
stead of following the road I decided to swing 
about and on the way visit an interesting

zroup of rocks from which I descended to the 
ivalley where Autumn lay. I sought a spring 


‘plder man making straw shoes. I sat down to 
ttalk to him and as we talked some young men 
iwho had been gathering chestnuts came to 
jlisten and then another from his little mud 


I found that the older man had built 
éthe church, and a good job it was too. They 
iexplained that it was difficult for them to 
icome out as Christians because they were 
fconnected with a remarkable hillside of an- 
‘cient tombs and they fully realized that the 
‘Sheathen rites and sacrifices observed there 
were not consistent with Christianity. 
It was nearly two o’clock. I had forgotten 
my thirst for the time being but after leaving 
jthem I found the cool water refreshing and 
‘there I partook of my little lunch, after which 
iI hastened to the village and spent the rest 
‘of the afternoon visiting. To my sorrow I 
ifound that one of the leading Christians had 
fallen in with evil companions as he plied his 
‘trade of buying and selling cattle. I told his 
'weeping mother I felt that sooner or later he 
jwould come to himself and after I returned 
thome he came tosee me and after talking 
with him | feel that the story concerning him 
had gained much as it was told from the 
‘imaginations of those who repeated it! 
iBackbiting seems to be a temptation to many 
ithe world over. However his salt had lost its 
‘savor and so the Gospel he had professed is 
trodden under foot. 
' During the afternoon I discovered that my 
¢notebook was gone. With its family pictures 
band other things not to be replaced it had 
‘personal value so the next. morning not 
without a prayer I retraced my steps to try to 
| locate it. I had gone through pathless places 
among bushes and trees, and just had to 
guess where I had walked. It was not at the 
rocks and I had decided to lookout over the

cliff when there in my path was the book. I 
thanked the Lord and felt that even in such a 
small thing He had guided. 

On the way I stopped to see a poor blind 
woman. She had been operated on but it had © 
been unsuccessful. As I found her still hop- 
ing against hope I felt it best to tell her she 
had better trust to restored sight in the better 
land. The family listened and I pray that all 
may come into the faith. ; 

Near at hand is a fine vineyard and I got 
some of the most luscious grapes that I have 
ever eaten. Another hour of walking brought 
me to the church. Inquiring if all were in 
peace I found that all were not. The young 
daughter of the leading woman of the church 
was found to be the cause. She had gone 
into a bona fide elopement with a young man 
of the town, running off to the capital to be 
married. This is the first affair of that kind 
I have ever heard of among Christians here. 
The mother felt so disgraced that she sold out 
and left town. 

Taking a long jump by auto the next day I 
came out at the little church built on ‘““Demon 
Hill’’, so named because here worship of 
demons was maintained for centuries back 
till the time when it became the church site. 
I should say they ought to change the name 
to Church Hill or something similar. The 
former head official of the village, a Christian 
of long standing but feeble faith, has recently 
died and the son of the Christian family with 
whom I stayed has been elected to take his 
place, though the town has been divided differ- 
ently. This gives the family prestige and 
some relief from poverty. I had received a 
gift of chestnuts and asked the daughter-in- 
law to cook{them with their barley for supper 
and it helped out not a little. 

The next day we hesitated whether to go 
forty li over mountains or fifty li around, 
twenty of which could be made by auto. We 
decided on the longer route and while we 
waited for the bus an auto came and we found 
the bus was laid up with a puncture, so 
we were very grateful when a truck driver 
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consented to take us in. As I spoke of a 
friend killed by a drunken driver I unwittingly 
gave a temperance tract to a brewer for that 
is what my driver proved to be. He gave us 
a free ride and told us that as a boy he had 
attended church. 

Arriving at “We’’ valley we called ona 
family named “Fish” and helped in the shel- 
ling of pine nuts while we talked. Finally 
the wife inquired “If I become a Christian 
can I walk again? If so I will believe’. I 
told her to remember her sou! and how it too 
needed healing. As I left they presented me 
with some of the delicious nuts. 

Way up in this backwoods lives a progres- 
sive young man who was (Grst brought to 
believe on Christ through Catholic priests but 
later came into the Presbyterian church. For 
the first time in my life in Korean country 
travel I was served foreign food, on a table 
set foreign style with knives and forks and 
spoons. He said he did this two or three 
times a month for the sake of his children. 
They also have Chinese and Japanese food. 

The following morning, since we had a long 
walk we made an early start. As the 
mountain ranges run East and West, while 
our destination was South we had seven passes 
to negotiate, three high, two fairly high 
and two small, the last one, though small
